New Internet companies are 
continuously entering the elec- 
tronic market. One of the most 
popular new companies is the 
well-known Napster. 

The program's user base has 
grown by as much as 25 per- 
cent per day. 

Napster has been available 
for seven months. It was named 



for the nickname of one of the 
company's founders, Shawn 
Fanning. 

This relatively new service is 
most popular among college stu- 
dents, who usually claim they are 
too poor to buy CDs. The pro- 
gram allows users to download 
songs off the Internet, free of 
charge.

Too Many People, Not Enough 
Reserves says Guest Lecturer 



Professor Emeritus Albert 
Bardett will be at Mines April 17 
to give his popular lecture 
"Arithmetic, Population, and 
Energy." 

"The greatest shortcoming of 
the human race is our inability 
to understand the exponential 
function," Prof. Bartlett begins 
his lecture. 

The talk examines steady 
growth in a finite environment 
and applies the results to fossil 
fuels, particularly to petroleum 
and coal. 

Data from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Energy are used to 
show that the realistic lifetimes 
of U.S. coal, U.S. petroleum and 
world petroleum are much 
shorter than the optimistic fig- 



ures so often quoted. 

Next Bardett examines reas- 
suring statements from experts, 
the press, scientists, political lead- 
ers, and others that are wildly at 
odds with the facts. He also ex- 
amines the widespread worship 
of economic growth and popu- 
lation growth throughout the 
western world. 

Al Bardett is a retired profes- 
sor of physics. He joined the 
faculty of the University of 
Colorado in Boulder September 
1950. 

His bachelor's degree is from 
Colgate University and his mas- 
ters and doctorate degrees are 
from Harvard University. 

In 1978 Bartlett was national 
president of the American As- 



sociation of Physics Teachers. 
He is a Fellow of the American 
Physical Society and of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

Since the 1960s he has con- 
centrated on public education on 
problems relating to and origi- 
nating from population growth. 

More recently he has written 
on sustainabihty, examining the 
widespread misuse of the term 
and the conditions that are nec- 
essary and sufficient for 
sustainability in any society.

Stylish Ninth Gate 
Tantalizes the Senses

I have very little space this is- 
sue, so I will make my com- 
ments brief. That is probably a 
good thing, actually, since trying 
to describe Roman Polanski's 
The Ninth Gate in no easy task. 
In simplest terms, the film fol- 
lows a shrewd book hunter, 
Dean Carso, hired by a wealthy 
collector, Boris Balkan, to inves- 
tigate die three remaining copies 
of a seventeenth- 
century satanic 
text called The 
Nine Gates of 
the Kingdom of 
Shadows. The 
book is rumored 
to have been 
written by a dis- 
ciple of the devil 
and contain ele- 
ments of a book 
written by Luci- 
fer himself. If the 
mystery of The 
Nine Gates of 
the Kingdom of 
Shadows can be deciphered, it 
is supposed to open the gates to 
Hell and summon forth Satan, 
bringing immortality' to whoever 
accomplishes the task. Carso, 
naturally, refuses to believe in the 
myths and rumors, and the ex- 
istence of Satan, until the web 
of danger and occult he be- 
comes wrapped up in affords 
him no other choice but to be- 
lieve. 

The Ninth Gate is directed by 
Roman Polanski, whose well 
known works include 



Chinatown, Rosemary's Baby, 
and more recently Death and the 
Maiden. His rich cinemato- 
graphic style and texture is in- 
fused in the film, and the subtle 
intricacies that are a staple of 
Polanski's works peer out at the 
audience around every corner. In 
the lead role, the talented Johnny 
Depp (Edward Scissorhands, 
Ed Wood, Benny & Joon, and 
Sleepy Hol- 
low) brings to 
the table a 
complicated, 
subdued per- 
formance that 
makes his 
Dean Corso 
both believable 
and engaging. 
He is backed 
by a capable 
supporting 
cast, an exciting 
and well writ- 
ten sceenplay, 
based off the 
bestseller El Club Dumas by 
Arturo Perez-Reverte, a lush 
soundtrack, and some under- 
stated-special effects work that 
accompanies the overall picture, 
rather than smothering it like in 
most sci-fi fantasy films of re- 
cent years. 

The Ninth Gate will keep any 
audience on their toes. Some may 
be disturbed by the lack of a 
"good guy" in the film, but for 
most this film will be well worth 
the student discounted ticket 
price.

MLT Brings Absurd World to CSM 



Why does Leon Trotsky have 
a mountain-climber's axe stick- 
ing out of his head? Why are 
those two people speaking com- 
plete gibberish? Why are those 
chimps speaking English and 
typing on typewriters? Did that 
man actually order a Philly cheese 
steak? Where is that damn bell 
ringing from? All perfectly rea- 
sonable questions, in a reason- 
able world. But this world is far 
from reasonable, so just smile 
and nod your head. 

Friday, March 31 st and Satur- 
day, April 1 st , at 7:30 p.m. in Ball- 
room B, Mines Little Theatre will 
present its first show of the se- 
mester: David Ives' "All in the 
Timing," a set of six one-act 
comedies. MLT will bring five 
of the six shows to the stage in 
the Student Center with an en- 
semble cast of new and old 
faces. In fact, the show could be 
viewed as a showcase of Mines 
talent, featuring MLT regulars 
Chris Spitzer, Ken Moore, Rob- 
ert Pongonis, Emma Nicoletti, 
and Jen Orf. MLT President 
Brett Maughan is serving as di- 
rector for his second and last 
time at Mines, and Orf is resum- 



ing her roles as Tech Director, 
Stage Manager, and all-purpose 
Assistant Director. Orf and 
Maughan will graduate in May, 
Spitzer is out in December, and 
Moore, a graduate student in the 
Geology Dept., is finishing her 
degree this semester. Pongonis is 
a Junior and Nicoletti is a 
Sophomore. To this group have 
been added Sophomores Reed 
Murray, John Hamilton, and 
Erin Kelso in their MLT debuts. 

David Ives, one of the most 
inventive comedic playwrights in 
the business today, takes every- 
day life in New York City and 
warps it into a bizarre collection 
of scenes that walk a thin line 
between reality and absurdity. 
From "All in the Timing," Ives' 
original set of one-acts, MLT 
will perform The Philadelphia; 
Variations on the Death of Trotsky; 
The Universal language; Words, 
Words, Words; and Ives' most fa- 
mous piece, Sure Thing. 

The Philadelphia plays like a 
Twilight Zone episode on crack, 
in which New York business- 
man Mark is stuck in an alter- 
nate reality called a Philadelphia, 
where he can only get the op- 



posite of anything he asks for. 
In Sure Thing, boy and girl meet, 
boy and girl have a conversation, 
screw it up, and start over again, 
until boy and girl finally fall in 
love. Variations on the Death of 
Trotsky explores the various ways 
in which Russian revolutionist 
Leon Trotsky, exiled in Mexico, 
faces his own death from an 
unusual head wound. In The 
Universal Language, boy and girl 
meet, girl speaks English, boy 
speaks "Unamunda," and boy 
and girl fall in love while learn- 
ing to communicate. And finally, 
Words, Words, Words listens in on 
the conversations between three 
chimps in a cage. These primates 
are the subjects of an experiment 
to see if three monkeys typing 
into infinity really could produce 
Hamlet. 

If none of that makes any 
sense to you, you're probably not 
alone and you definitely should 
come see the show with all of 
your thoroughly confused 
friends. At $1.50 a ticket, half the 
normal MLT admission cost, it 
will relieve your aching brain 
without relieving too much 
money from your aching wallet.

Virtual Porn:
